SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
How do you recognize a cancer 
quack? 
A University of California 
faculty member has studied 
their habits and offers these as 
typical: 
— They have “an unending 
source of testimonials from 
patients who probably never 
had cancer in the first place.” 
— “They take the publicity 
route 
in 
the 
media 
which 
prevents review by medical 
experts.” 
Their medical methods are 
secret. 
Other quack traits, according 
to the researcher, Dr. Martin 
Apple 
of 
the 
university’s 
Cancer Research Institute in 
San Francisco, are: 
— 
“ A 
Columbus-Galileo- 
Copernicus syndrome, where 
they feel they are persecuted ... 
and will be eventually vin­ 
dicated.” 


— Failure to maintain ade­ 
quate medical records. 
Many cancer quacks “have 
all the ‘doctor’ trappings of 
white jacket, stethescope 
in 
pocket 
and 
framed 
college 
degrees on office walls,” says 
Apple. 
But many who have authentic 
medical degrees “may be over 
the hill because they haven’t 
kept up their medical educa­ 
tion,” he adds. 


“This 
makes 
the 
quacks 
themselves susceptible to a 
false 
belief 
in 
their 
own 
expertise due to their own 
ignorance.” 


Why do people go to cancer 
quacks? 


Because, 
in part, of 
“an 
unstated belief in the painless 
miracle,” says Apple.

If I could see eye-to-eye with R ay Richardson on his 
views

congratulate him on his appointment to Indiana General 
Assembly interim committees which will “ examine the 
efficiency and responsiveness of county and township 
government and Indiana’s alcoholic beverage law s.” 


According to a dispatch from the Indiana House of 
Representatives, the committee will look at ways to 
improve local government by suggesting modification of 
laws which no longer reflect the present needs of 
government. All well and good. There a re probably many 
modifications and alterations due. 


The dispatch also goes on to suggest that the committee 
will probably spend quite some time looking over the 
alcoholic beverage laws, giving the eye-ball to price- 
fixing regulations, quota determination, and Sunday 
Sales. 


I don’t care about price fixing; I couldn’t care less about 
quota determination; and Sunday sales don’t bother me— 
I’m not buying. 


However, you will remember that Representative Ray 
Richardson and Senator Bob Sheaf fer both sponsored bills 
in the house and senate last year which alm ost made it an 
honor to be arrested for public intoxication. 


Both of the bills were touted to “ decrim inalize” the 
offense of public intoxication, and one of them even 
provided for setting up mandatory rehabilitation centers 
for the convenience of those who were over-energetic in 
the popular pastim e of elbow bending.

Assembly, and failed to even 
gain public hearings. 
State assumption of the loss 
rather than the victim is legally 
sound. Under the Constitution, 
government assum es respon­ 
sibility for police protection of 
citizens. Every criminal act is a 
result of government failure to 
live up to legal obligations. 
However, rather than shifting 
the financial burden for the 
increasing cost of crime to 
tax p ay ers 
from 
victim s, 
growing sentiment is to have 
every 
crim inal 
bear 
the 
financial responsibility for his 
acts. Such a move is also well 
founded 
in 
law. 
In 
every 
crim inal 
act, 
there 
is 
a 
corresponding private right 
which has been violated. Under 
existing law, a victim could sue 
the criminal in a civil action for 
dam ages suffered. 
Courts are not cluttered with 
such 
suits 
since 
financial 
recovery is nearly impossible. 
Most individuals turning to 
crime do so due to a lack of- 
money, whether to support an 
illegal 
drug 
habit 
or 
un­ 
willingness to work for a living. 
It is an exercise in futility to 
bear the cost of a civil action, 
obtain 
an 
uncollectable 
judgment against a criminal. 
legislation is being drafted 
for presentation to the General 
Assembly which would permit 
the Department of Corrections 
to act as "collection agency.” It 
has the support in principle of 
the Indiana Board of Correc­ 
tions, and 
of

Indiana 
Lawyers Commission. It would 
appear possible to set up a trial 
program with support of the 
courts under existin g law s, 
rather than awaiting enabling 
legislation.

Certainly a new direction in 
crime prevention is long over 
due. Serious crime has con­ 
tinued a drastic increase, up 
some 18 percent during the first 


three months of 1975 over the 
sam e period last year. Mean 
while, prison population 
has 
declined. A mid-July report of 
the state Corrections population 
shows a continued decrease in 
population. 
Some 4,850 inmates were in 
state correctional institutions, 
compared to 4,327 one year ago 
It is down from 6,251 in 1971, and 
7,173 in 1964 despite continual 
increase in the crime rate. It is a 
dechotomy that as crime in­ 
c re a se s, 
prison

decreases. However, Attorney 
General Edward H. Levi said: 
“Currently law enforcement is 
solving only about one of five 
known serious crimes.

However, it is 
one step back toward law of the 
vigilanties.

Paul Lists The Virtues 
For Christians To Practice

In Christian literature and 
preaching we often encounter 
the injunction to live a Christian 
life. What exactly 
does this 
mean? What specific qualities 
or characteristics 
should we 
cultivate 
in 
order 
to 
move 
toward this ideal? 
The Apostle Paul, in his let­ 
ters to the Philippians and the 
Colossians, 
which 
we 
study 
today, g iv e s so m e detailed 
advice in this regard. Paul had 
two major purposes in writing 
these letters. F irst, he wanted to 
warn church m em bers against 
allowing their Christian belief to 
be corrupted by the mystery 
cult practices of the pagans 
around them. Second, he wished 
to show these Christians how to 


here Paul was less concerned. 
“ H ave 
no 
a n x iety 
about 
anything,” 
he said, 
“but 
in 
ev ery th in g 
by 
prayer 
and 
thanksgiving let your requests 
be m ade known to God.” In part 
Paul w as reflecting the con­ 
viction, com m on among early 
Christians, that since the second 
coming of Christ and the end of 
this * w orld 
w as 
im m inent, 
persecution in these last days 
was a m atter of sm all moment. 
More im portant, perhaps, Paul 
hoped 
that 
Christians 
would 
becom e truly free and 
in ­ 
dependent of this world through 
dependence upon God alone. 
Social Virtues 
In regard to social behavior, 
Paul exhorted the Philippians to 
c u l t i v a t e 
e v e r y t h i n g 
“honorable,” 
"just,” 
“pure,” 
“lovely,” and “gracious.” He 
had much the sam e m essage for 
the Colossians. 
But here he 
tended to stress what we might 
call 
the 
“ m ild ’^ 
v ir tu e s— 
‘‘c o m p a s s io n , 
k in d n e s s , 
lo w lin ess, 
m eek n ess, 
and 
p a tie n c e ” 
(Col. 3:12). This 
em phasis has created a problem 
for som e Christians. Is Paul 
implying that we should not 
defend our principles or our 
fam ilies, or our nations from 
arm ed a tta c k ? 
Is p acifism 
com m anded by the scriptures? 
When P aul’s words are added to 
Jesus’s com m and to turn the 
other cheek, there seem s reason 
to believe that Christians are 
enjoined from using violence in 
all cases w hatsoever. 


Was Paul A Pacifist? 
Many Christians down through 
the ages have believed that 
pacificism in this sense is a 
divine com m and. They deserve 
our 
ad m ira tio n 
for 
the 
sacrifices and suffering they 
have incurred in following their 
convictions. Yet there is nothing 
in the Bible which com m ands us 
to abandon our faith or moral 
principles when confronted by 
force. M eekness very distinctly 
does not m ean cowardice or 
infidelity, as hundreds if not 
thousands of m artyrs have 
d em on strated . 
Nor 
does 
m eekness m ean a refusal to 
com bat 
e v il. 
If 
it 
did, 
C hristian ity w ould be self- 
d efea tin g ; 
p a rad oxically 
it 
would becom e the very vehicle 
by which evil would triumph. 
Paul’s advocacy of the “m ild” 
virtues m ust be understood in 
the context in which he urged 
them. In the first place, he 
wanted Christians to demon-

In Hut Not Of The World 
Both of these objects were 
difficult for early Christians to 
achieve. Since all m em bers of 
the churches had at one time 
been pagans or orthodox Jews, 
and since as yet there were no 
Christian scriptures and few 
established 
creeds 
and 
doc­ 
trines, maintaining a “pure” 
faith was bound to be a puzzling 
task. And since these Christians 
w ere m em b ers of bustling, 
urban 
co m m u n ities 
which 
sanctioned social practices in 
many 
respects 
depraved 
by 
Paul’s standards, it was dif­ 
ficult for Christians to be at one 
and the sam e tim e in this world 
but not of it. 
Another problem 
was con­ 
troversies within the churches. 
Since prophesying and speaking 
with tongues w ere the major 
elem ents of church services, the 
church m em bers concerned felt 
them selves to be directly under 
the influence of the Holy Spirit. 
Q uestions of a u th ority then 
produced clam orous quarrels. 
Paul met this problem by urging 
“forebearance” (Phil. 4:5). 
Internal co n tro v e rsy 
was 
matched by the suspicion and 
dislike with which Christians- 
were regarded by outsiders.

And if God 
cares so wonderfully for flowers 
that are here today and gone 
tom orrow , w on’t 
He 
m ore 
surely care for you, O men of 
little faith? So don’t worry at all 
about having enough food and 
clothing. Why be like the 
heathen? For they take pride in 
all these things, and are more 
deeply concerned about them. 
But your heavenly 
F a th e r 
already knows perfectly well 
that you need them, and He will 
give them to you if you give Him 
first place in your life and live 
as

do.”

so he was only giving to God 
what was rightly his. 
When God comes first in our 


lives then the other things fall 
into place. God not only gives us 
the gifts of health and financial 
success. He gives us spiritual 
blessings as well. The first and 
forem ost of these sp iritu a l 
blessings is the salvation He has 
procurred for all who believe in 
Jesus Christ.

Given the shrunken and nerv­ 
ous sta te of the R epublican 
party, President Ford is han­ 
dling the problem of who will 
be his running m ate next year 
with some deftness. 
There is no m ystery about his 
preference for the COP vice 
presidential nomination. He is 
on record as favoring 
Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler. But he also has avoided 
welding his own candidacy to 
Rockefeller 
in 
a 
way 
that 
presents the GOP with a "both 
or neither” situation. 
To his own statem ent endors­ 
ing Rockefeller, Ford attached 
the proviso that the decision 
would be up to the Republican 
National 
Convention. 
In 
the 
usual circum stances, a newly 
nominated 
presidential 
can­ 
didate’s statem ent that he "will 
ask the delegates” to endorse 
his choice of a running m ate 
means that he expects them to 
do so with no nonsense about 
competition on the convention 
floor. 
But this tim e Ford did not 
want that construction to be 
given 
to his statem ent. 
He 
wanted Republicans to know 
that the decision really was 
open. 
The 
President’s 
intentions 
were m ade public indirectly 
through private com m ents from 
White House aides and public 
statem ents of his new cam ­ 
paign m anager, Howard Cal­ 
laway. They m ade it clear that 
while Ford wants Rockefeller 
on the ticket, the form er New 
York 
g overnor 
m ust 
pass 
m uster with the rank and file. 
The reasons for handling the 
Rockefeller situation in what 
might seem to be a devious 
method are clear. First, Ford 
himself m ight have to fight for 
the presidential nomination and 
he would 
not 
be 
the 
first 
candidate who had to bargain 
with the vice presidential spot 
to tie up the big prize for 
himself. 
Secondly, 
Ford 
has 
the 
problem of trying to keep a 
minority political party from 
further splintering into liberal 
and 
c o n se rv a tiv e 
factions. 
Right now, Ford is getting heat 
he 
w ants 
to 
avoid 
alie n ta tin g its m ore m ilitan t 
adherents unless it becomes 
absolutely necessary. 
And 
if 
it 
does 
become 
necessary, he certainly doesn’t 
want to do it when there is a lot 
of tim e for the conservative red 
hots to organize against him, 
either within the GOP or in a 
third party effort. 
Finally, Ford is operating in 
a different political atm osphere 
from the one that 
previous 
presidents have enjoyed. He is 
n o tth ^ e le c te d ^ h o ic ^ o f the 
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people or leader of his party 
and he cannot afford to indulge 
in the kind of arbitrary political 
decision-making that a Lyndon 
Johnson or Richard Nixon could 
get away with. 
A 
sm all 
exam ple 
of 
the 
changed atm osphere could be 
seen 
in 
F ord’s 
selection 
of 
Mary Louise Smith as Republi­ 
can National Com mittee chair­ 
man last year. Even though 
Mrs. Smith was well-known to 
the national com m ittee m em ­ 
bers and highly respected for 
her past political accom plish­ 
m ents, there was some open 
grum bling heard from m em ­ 
bers 
about 
the 
choice. 
A 
num ber of m em bers were for 
her, but didn’t like having the 
decision 
forced 
down 
their 
throats. 
This new clim ate is not just 
the product of F ord’s unique 
position. There is strong senti­ 
ment am ong activists to open 
up the decision-making pro­ 
cesses 
within 
both 
of 
the 
political parties, and it would 
be just plain dum b for Gerald 
Ford to try to attem pt a power 
play now on the vice presiden­ 
tial selection for 1976.

action for themselves and other 
recipients of Aid to Dependent 
Children in like circumstances.

T hat’s one conclusion some 
reporters drew Thursday when 
Bowen was interviewed on his 
weekly 
“ Report 
from 
the 
Statehouse” 
broadcast 
show. 
He told the writer she believes 
part of Indiana's $252 million 
general fund surplus should be 
given back to the people. 
However, the governor said 
during the taping of the show at 
Indianapolis television station 
WTTV he was not yet ready to 
m ake any recom m endations to 
the 1976 Legislature on how the 
money should be returned. 
Bowen was interviewed by 
three reporters with questions 
including resignation and re ­ 
placem ent of the State Medical 
Licensing Board, railroad reor 
ganization, 
his 
predecessor’s 
problems with a world trade 
center 
at 
the 
Indianapolis 
airport, joblessness of some 
state legislators and widening 
of North Meridian Street. 
“ I am not going to apologize 
for the surplus one bit. I am 
proud of it,” the governor said 
of a $252.2 million general fund 
surplus shown when the books 
of the state were closed on the 
last fiscal year that ended June 
30. 
This 
was 
$131.6 
million 
higher than the general fund 
surplus on June 30, 1974. This 
sum does not include the $100 
million reserve in the tuition 
fund 
for 
support 
of 
public 
schools nor the balance in the 
property tax replacem ent fund. 
C onservative income estim ate 
“There are two reasons for 
it,” the governor said of the 
state's healthy financial situa­ 
tion “A little more reversions 
of unspent funds from the last 
biennium than was predicted, 
and the estim ate of income for 
the state may have been a little 
bit on the conservative side 
because 
of 
the 
economic 
stab ility th at existed at the 
time of the estim ates.” 
“ As to what will be done with 
it, it is no sign it needs to be 
spent but at the sam e tim e we 
are not in the banking business 
in the state and we don’t need 
to build up a huge surplus,” 
Bowen said “There are three 
choices of what you can use it 
for—one is to spend it and I am 
against 
that unless it 
is a 
necessary program 
You can 
bank it and let it grow interest 
or you can return it to the 
constitutency and that would be 
my preference.” 
However the governor said “ I 
am not ready at this tim e to 
say which areas 
should 
be 
considered, 
for 
there 
are 
m any” when it comes to giving 
the surplus back to the people. 
Bowen warned that although 
the book figure for the surplus 
is $252.2 million, “this is at the 
ending of the last biennium and 
it does not take into considera­ 
tion the spending program s the 
last 
legislature 
said 
should 
start By June 30, 1976, I would 


not expect the surplus to be as 
high.” 
Surplus at $150 million 
Budget 
D irecto r 
E dison 
Thuma 
has 
estim ated 
the 
general fund surplus on June 30 
next year will be about $150 
million. 
Bowen also said that the new 
State Medical Licensing Board 
he named earlier this week will 
hold its first meeting Wednes­ 
day. The board replaces the 
seven m em bers who resigned 
rather than discipline the board 
staff 
because 
an 
escaped 
m ental hospital 
patient was 
granted a perm it to work as a 
prison 
doctor. 
“ Mainly, 
the 
board m em bers (who resigned) 
did not realize the seriousness 
of the 
court's 
diagnosis 
of 
crim inal sexual psychopath,” 
the governor said, referring to 
Dr. Robert Hales. “They failed 
to take as seriously as I felt 
they should have, irrespective 
of 
how 
they 
felt 
he 
had 
rehabilitated himself, that he 
still had walked away from the 
m ental hospital two tim es.”

On 
other subjects, 
Bowen 
said: 
—Railroad reorganization. He 
is “ really pleased” with the 
final plan released by the U. S. 
Railway Association although it 
does not include some 300 miles 
he feels still should be kept in 
operation by some method. 
- World trade center. Bowen 
said “ I feel sorry for Governor 
Whitcomb (form er Gov. Edgar 
W’hitcomb) for I know he is 
trying to do a good job and the

anticipated it would be. But if 
we were to subsidize that (the

at

Bowen, 
responding to a question about 
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six state legislators who said 
they were

them to ru n .” Bowen said he 
still 
believes 
the

citizen legislature should be 
retained.

meet a reputed Mafia leader. 
“ I know the police suspect 
foul 
play,” 
said 
L. 
Brooks 
Patterson, prosecutor in Oak­

notified 
authorities. 
Some union sources said they 
feared Hoffa’s disappearance 
would intensify rivalries that 
already have spilled over into 
beatings and bombings. 
Other reports said the Hoffa 
family feared he was dead. 
Hoffa’s car was found aban­ 
doned in a shopping center lot 
outside a fashionable Bloom­

Police were led to the car by 
an anonymous telephone caller.

Thursday night he understood 
Hoffa planned to meet Anthony

Giacalone, 
a 
reputed kingpin of the Detroit 
Mafia. 
Milliken did not elaborate. 
One of Hoffa’s sons, Jam es P 
Hoffa, signed a missing persons 
report Thursday night and said 
his father was expected home 
at 4 p m. Wednesday. 
Asked who his father had 
planned to m eet, his son said, 
“ I d rather not say.”
